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REMARKS 



Applicant proposed amendments and offered arguments and authority as to why claims 1 
through 6 and new claims 10 through 12 were novel, unobvious and should be allowed in 
Applicant's After Final Reply submitted herein June 24, 2002. Those arguments will not be 
repeated herein except by this reference. It is intended that the Examiner will consider the 
previously filed amendments, argument and authority in the context of this Request for 
Continuing Examination submission. 

Applicant is further proposing new claims 13 through 15, wherein Applicant claims non- 
alcoholic beverages that taste similar to beer, wine and distilled spirits and contain kavapyrones. 
These new claims are established to be novel and unobvious by the attached Declaration of 
Gregory Gene Steiner, under 37 C.F.R. 1.131, and copies of notes attached thereto, 
demonstrating that inventor Steiner conceived of and began reducing to practice the invention of 
kavapyrone containing non-alcoholic beverages that taste like alcoholic beverages during the 
period September 14, 1997 and December 12, 1997, prior to the publication of 'Bunz (November 
30, 1998) and Kavakaze (1999), and further that inventor Steiner acting diligently thereafter to 
further reduce this aspect of his invention to practice through June 29, 1999, the fiUng date of 
Applicant's provisional application upon which the subject application is based. 

CONCLUSION 

In Applicant's After Final Reply submitted June 24, 2002, Applicant proposed amending 
the abstract to remove the objectionable language and to amend those claims that concern 
methods of administration using non-alcoholic beverages to depend upon claim 1 . Having 
established that Chatterjee ('134) does not anticipate the subject invention. Applicant is entitled 
to a patent on the subject matter claimed in claim 1. Claims 2 through 6 and 10 through 12 
include all limitations found in claim 1 and should, therefore, likewise be allowed. 
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In this RCE submission, Applicant is proposing a new independent claim 13, and new 
claims 14 through 16 dependent thereon, which claim kavapyrone containing non-alcoholic 
beverages having a taste that is similar to and reminiscent of their alcoholic counterparts. These 
new claims are established as novel and non-obvious through the Declaration of Gregory Gene 
Steiner and the notes referenced therein and attached thereto. 

This submission, together with a Request for Continued Examination and Non- 
Publication Request, are being mailed with a certificate after prosecution on the original 
application was closed by issuance of the Final Action mailed April 24, 2002, and prior to the 3 
month shortened statutory time for reply to that Final Action. A small entity filing fee sufficient 
for the claims as amended, being two independent claims and thirteen total claims is also 
enclosed.
